‘tinguished astrophysical authori- 
ties from the Soviet Union, 


Grim Picture 


Mr Hitcheock painted a grim 
picture of the hazards from’ 
whith the space pilot must be 
protected Sf he !s to survive his 
inttr-planetary advertures, He 
pointed out that at-any higher 
dititude ,than 63,000 feet the 
blood and other body . fluids 
actually boil. : 

“We have reached the con- 
clusion that the psysiological 
and pathological effects.of ¢x- 
posure to altitude in excess of 
63,000 fect sro equivalent to 
those that would be experienced 
a complete vaccum,” Mr 
Hitelfcock sald, 7 

“Therefore it has been our 
contention’ that from a physio-' 
logical and medical angle fights 
at on altitude In excess of 
63,000 feet are to all intents and 
purposes spaco flights.’

HKFA Council, 


with Mr C, S. Wang in the Chair, accepted 


the invitation and the conditions which stated that Hongkong pay all the expenses for 
the four teams, but that the FA take all the gate receipts. 


The international Football 
Yederation (FIFA) also honour- 
ed the HKFA by toviting the 
Jocal body to organise the Inter- 
national Youth Tournament In 
1956, but the local authorities 
have been forced to reject the 
honour due to the lack of time 
given for organising the event, 

Further discussion tool, place 
ri the matter of seven local s~«- 
cer players alieg¢d to have vio- 
Jated the amateur status by 
participating in a Chinese movic. 

Letters havo already been dis- 
patched to the players, many of 
‘vyhom are now touring Australla 
with the South China soccer 
team, and Council members yes- 
terday inquired as to why no 
yeply had been received, 

PROPOSED SUSPENSION 

Mr Pat George proposed that 
the seven players be suspended 
from playing soccer" until the 
matter had been cleared up, but 
Mr L.F. do Souza stated that 
the Association should not take 
such a drastic step.

It was eventually agreed that 
the seven players be given cx- 
actly a week after they arrived 
pack in the Colony to submit 
their replies to the Association.

An urgent cable has been re- 
ceived from the Australian Foot~ 
ball Association requesting per- 
mission from the HKFA for 
South China to engage the Aus- 
ttlan soccer team Rapid (also 
touring Australia) In (wo friend- 
ly matches in Melbourne and 
Sydney on August 15 and 20 re- 
spectively.

Of the cabinet of 18, 


educated at Britain’s 


ten, including the Prime 


Minister himself, were educated at Eton, one of 
the two most exclusive of all schools, while most of 


the other eight were 
schools. 


The fact behind the erlticism 
--that, probably mole by coln- 
cidence = than by deliberate 
selection, Sir Anthony chose as 
his colleagues former — public 
achoolboys—serves to. tllustrate 
that even the age of the wel- 
fare state the public school 
system js atlll flourishing, — al- 
theugh, financially, it is fehting 
u big battle, 

Like many traditional Briush 
Institutions, the public schools 
fulffl a rele quite different from 
that suggested by their name. 
Although many were endowed 
centuries ago by rich merchants 
and landowners to help the 
sehohirly sons of poor families, 
their pupils have for long past 
been drawn from the ranks of 
the salthiest in the land, be- 
cause only they can afford the 
high fees 


Not Enough 


Wealth ulone does net auto- 
matically secure a coveted place 
at. schools such as Eton, Har- 
ruw, Winehester, or Rugby. 
The parents of aspiring candid- 
utes must be able to satisfy the 
school authorities | that they 
POMSENS, foo, an impeccable 
socin) buck ground 

And once a family has secured 
entry of a son to such a school, 
the tradition in handed down 
for generations sv that children 
today frequently sit learning 
Latin verbs tn the same class- 
rooms that their fathers, grand- 
fathers and great-grand fathers 
ance occupicd, 

Today, a public school educa- 
tion, even if umunarked by signs 
of brilliance, is still an open 
sesame to many fields in later 
life. It makes the wearer of the 
vld school tie a member of a 
brotherhood which can be — of 
Inestimable help in’ his career 
und which will often hold out a 
helping hand if he should fall 
on hard times Inter in Ufe. 

Although only a decimal per- 
centage of the nation’s ehildren 
ever find their way into one of 
these public schools their pupils 
are everywhere prominent = in 
public life. 

In the present House of Com- 
mons of 630 members, more 
than 70 were at Bton, while 
scores more passed through one 
of the other great public 
schools. 

Sir Winston Churchill is bim- 
self un Old Harrow!an—as the 
former pupile of Harrow School, 
avhich include Pandit Nehru and 
King Hussein of Jordan, are 
known.

More than 100 years ago, the 
prominence of old Etonians in the 
army ‘und in politics lcd to the 
saying that the Battle of Water- 
Joo, which led to the downfall 
of Napoleon, was won “on the 
playing fields of Eton.” 

Today, not only the War 
Ministry, but the Air Ministry 
ag well, Is headed by an Old 
Etonian ond the Foreign Office 
has become an almost exclusive- 
ly Etonjan preserve. ee 

In a world sald to be In- 
creasingly opening all doors to 
talent, Irrespective of social 
standing, parents are willing to 
stint and scrape to give their 
children the start in life which 
a public school background still 
bestows. ; :

In contrast to the

New Departure 


This ts a now departure In 
the history of Cypriot philately, 

The three —s smallest-valuc 
stamps, from 2 mils to 10 mils 
in value (about ‘4d to 3d) and 
18x31 millimetres jn size, will 
bear emblems or pictures of 
carobs, grapes and oranges, 
emphasising the island's ogricul-' 
tural wealth which contributes 
significantly to the Colony’s ex- 
ports every year. 

Cyprus ts the world’s biggest 
producer and exporter of carobs 
or locust beans—the brown 
pods of which are used In cattle 
fodders and the beans in manu+ 
factured goods from gum to 
cinematograph films. 

The next seven denomina-~ 
tions, for 10 mils to 40 mils in 
value (3d to 8d approximately) 
will be slightly larger-~25x3h 
millimetres, In this series, the 
10 mil. stamp shows a copper 
mine, typifying the 4dsland’s 
major industry, mining.

The next three denominations 
show Cyprus scenery, stressing 
the Islind's tourist. attractions: 
the thick pine forests of Troodos 
mountains (6,000 fect above sca 
level); the ,romantle “Aphro- 
dite’s beach” noar Paphos, where 
the Goddess of love $s supposed 
to have been “born” out of the 
surf; and the quaint little town 
of Kyrenla, favourite haunt of 
British tourists, 


The 25 mil (6d) airmail stamp 
has perhaps the most oppro- 
priate pleture of any—an cagle 
in Might, 


The cagle emblem has ao long 
traditien tn Cyprus, As far back 
as the fifth century defore 
Christ, when the kings of 
Cyprus, under, Perstan — rule, 
were first allowed to issue their 
own colnage, they chose this 
emblem to express their feel- 
Ings of reliof. Thus, an cage 
in flight appeared on thelr first 
coin, : 

The remalning two stamps of 
this size carry pictures of va 
harvest scene and of Famagusta 
harbour, respectively, 

For the three higher value 
stamps—50 to 250 (13 to §s) the 
wide format of: 22 x 36 milli- 
metres has been adopted. These 
portray three of the island's 
historic buildings: the fairy 
castle of St Hilarion; the Hala 
Sultan Tekke (n — Turlcish 
shrine); and the Byzantine ie 
Greek church of Kanalcarin vill- 
age respectively. 


Two Highest 


The two highest values, 500 

and 1,000 mils (103 and £1), 
have been given a more formal, 
heraldic character. 
+ The 103 stamp mounts four 
cornet medallions, representing

The Bahai are a religous 
sect which pre. ches acn- 
violence, Charles Mason Remey 
of Washinglon, D.C., Dr Ugo 
Glachery of New York and 
John Ferraby of Oxfoid, Eng- 
land, called a presa conference 
at a Geneva hotel to explain 
the reason for their appeal, 


Tiey sah Persian mullahs 
were whipping up mobs and 
urging them on to a holy war 
ugninst the Bahal, They said 
that in May thls year Teheran 
mobs destroyed Bahai temples, 
confiscated Bahai property and 
killed co-religionists, 


REQUESTS IGNORED 


“Repeated requests to the 
Shoh of Iran and to the Iranian 
wuthorilics to ball this slaughter 
wore ignored. They threaten 
to itil more and we now plead 
with the United Nations to stop 
this carnago ang put this per- 
secution to an end,” the spokcs- 
men sald. 


The spokesmen warned that 
speedy UN action wos necded to 
prevent further killing. 

“The Moharram, month of 
meaurning, which begins cn 
August 18 and lasts until Octo- 
ber 15, ts near, This is a time 
when Moslem priests lash re- 
ligtous fecling to fever pitch and 
we are fearful there will be a 
massacre of the Bahai," said the 
spokesmen.

public sentiment In favour of 
the change. 

“History shows that reforms 
in the penal system have never 
been the concem = of an over- 
majority of the 
population,” it sald, “But in so 
far ns we may be sald to repre- 
sent reasonably — well-informed 
public sentiment, we appeal to 
you most camestly to reconsider 
your opinion and to agree to a 
Buspension of the death penalty 
on the lines of the motion In- 
troduced In the House of Com- 
mons last February and sup- 
ported by members of all 
parties.” 

(A group of Conservative and 
Labour members then proposed 
the abolition of the death penal- 
ty for an experimental period 
of five years, The proposal was 
rejected by 245 votes to 214). 

ALLOW TIME 

If the Home Secretary cannot 
be persuaded to reopen the sub- 
ject at the present time, the ap- 
peal says he should allow time 
for the further discussion in 
Parliament of “the many 
portant and admirable recom- 
mendations of, the Royal Com- 
mission on capital punishment 
and to‘impiement these without 
delay.”

In ap accompanying letter the
